Furthaojaore, the tire discb&ed by Babinso is zneule of a prodiut ibat is not fbamed 
vfbjlo the |»codiuct made by means of xxsy claimed process is a foamed piodact.i Therefore, the 
pmdtiees disdofted by Babmec are not at all similar to jxxy fbsm^ safety s^f^port product made 
by my claixned process,

having QidiDaiy sldU in tho art to uao the wajter in Ihe raoge olauned in my patent c^Hcation 
tnottvated by the desire to effect coalescing and welding of Hie beada to form the arttole* While 
Babincc doea disclose Hive use of steam to heat beads of his material, it is the he^ljAg fbst elGEbcts 
coalescmg and wdding of the beads to make the article, not Hie addition of water to the beads. 
Thcreftore, in my ppmion, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to use water in 
Hue range clajmed in my patcoDt application to effect coalescing and welding of tbe beads to &xm 
an article. 

B. My invention pnmdes unexpected and suipiising results in tbat the safety support of 
my invention^ which is mounted on a wheel but inside of a tire wh^ in use» expands much more 
when heated to 100 ^ than a cowixol sample as shown in Table in of the specification of my 
patmt applioatiocOi Also, surprisingty^ while the control sample only e^qpanded by 37 percent 
vJbsa heated to 150 *^C| a support of my invwHon escpmied. by 110 percent 'by more lhan 
doubling in size when heaited to ISO °C as shown in Table H of the ^ecification. 

9. My invention Miusr demonstrates suxpiising results shown in FIQ*. 1, wh^^ a 
support of my invention reached a level tenspexatuce of 150 while the control support clinibed 
to a temperature in excess of 200
